III.  "i  ( TAKFVCHI ;  T.N,  ’  ang  Ching-wpi)  thought  of  three' 
measures  concerning  the  solution  of  the  Jananese-Chineso  Quest¬ 
ions: 

(i)  In  order  to  organize  a  powerful  and  independent  central 
government,  the  situation  shall  be  saved  b,r  dealirg  with  Chiang 
Kai-shek; 

(ii)  the  situation  shall  be  savnd  "'ith  th^  existing  nolitical 
regimes  as  its  nucleus; 

(iii )  the  National  Party  shall  be  reorganized  and  o*hrr  various 
narties  other  than  the  National  narty  shall  be  joined,  an^  then 
all  of  then  shall  hold  a  .loint  consultation  to  establish  a  cent¬ 
ral  government-  "And  it  ’"as  n,f  intention  to  write  a  letter  to 
Prince  KONOL ,  '«*ich  was  to  be  sc^t  by  Kao  Tsung-wv  about  Feb¬ 
ruary',  to  the  effect  that  when  (i)  or  (11)  Is  adopted  I  shall 
sunnort  i*  without  taking  government  office,  and  tha*  when  (iii) 
Is  adoDted  1  shall  *ave  no  objection  if  T  should  be  as>ed  to. 
come  forward .  'This,  however,  was  not  realized  on  account  of 
Tseng  Chung-ming's  assassination-  As  for  the  three  noints,  I 
told  then  to  Colonel  KAGI’SA  later,  and  he  said  that  ^e  ’«ov)d 
talk  over  then  in  Tokvo. 

"At  the  beginning  o^  Anril,  KAGFSA  came  to  Hanoi  and  ad¬ 
vised  me  to  escaDe  from  Hanoi  as  I  was  in  nersenal  danger. 
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So  I  escaped  fron  French  Indo-China  in  a  small  shin,  and,  chnng- 
ine  rv  ships  on  the  way,  arrived  at  Shanghai  at  the  bepinnlnp 
of  May,  In  Shanghai,  I  wet  Major  General  OSEKO  and  others, but 
they  wer<-  not  in  connection  "'ith  the  ratter.  To  sound  the 
Japanese  side  on  the  subject,  I  decided  to  go  to  Tokyo  and  went 
there  of  my  own  accord.  Besides,  I  wrote  a  letter  to  Liang 
Hung-chih  and  sent  it  bv  Chao  Tsvn-yu. 

IV,  "In  Tokyo  I  met  Fx-Dr^e  Minister  KONOYE,  Yosuke 
MATSUOfCA,  and  sore  other  ncool©  besides  f4ve  rinlsters.  Prime 
'  Minister  KONOYE,  acting  as  go-between,  introduced  re  (TAKEUCHI; 
-,N,  '■  ang  Ching-wei)  to  the  peoole  of  the  government-  °rirc 
Minister  HIRANUi.A  said  that  he  would  approve  of  a  Plan  to  f'onm 
a  strong  independent  government,  but  it  would.be  awkward  to 
have  Chiang  Kai-shek  make  it, 

"The  details  were  told  by  v,ar  .inistcr  ITAOAKI  and  on  that 
occasion  he  talked  about  national  consciousness.  Then  I  told 
him  that  recently  national  consciousness  has  been  prevailing 
in  China,  but  Japan  was  trying  to  destroy  it,  while  Russia 
was  exploiting  it, 

"As  for  my  t^ip  to  ^eking,  it  was  not  suggested  "'irectlv 
by  the  ’  ar  Ministry,  but  indirectly  by  the  army. 

As  I  had  sore  contract  with  ,,?u  °ei-fu  and  the  joint  committee, 

I  came  to  Tientsin, 

"The  Finance  Minister  told  mo  (TAKEUCHI;  T,N.  Uang  Ching-wei) 
that  China  had  underrated  Japanese  economical  no’”er,"  (' 'ang 
told  me  that  though  he  had  been  told  about  the  mature  of  the 
interview  with  the  Navy  Minister  by  TAKEUCHI  /T,N,  "'an*  Ching- 
wei),  he  could  not  recall  it. 
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K~.  TAKTUCHI  (".N.  'ang  Ching-’-ei)  told  me  that  Pri'-e  Min¬ 
ister  KONOYE's  talk  had  been  verv  sincere,  but  he  did  not  talk 
about  its  nature.  Ur.  TMCTl’CHI  /?.N,  "ang  Ching-wei/  said  that 
the  talk  in  Tok^o  substantially  resulted  in  the  above-mentioned 
(ill):  namely  it  was  to  reorganize  the  National  Party  and  to 
establish  a  central  government  with  the  heln  of  the  neonle  of 
various  fields  from  Chungkinr. 

V.  Summarizing  the  talk  of  nr*  T1KTUCHI  /T,N,  ’Vang  Ching- 
wei/) : 

(i)  It  Is  my  (T.Ne  ’Vang  Chao-rin's)  desire  to  form  an  indeoond- 
ent  and  free  central  government,  but  I  (TAI-'ETCHI  /T,N.  t'ang 
Ching-vrel/)  don't  mean  to  do  it.  single-handed- 

(ii)  All  that  concerns  China  I  will  decide  after  consultation 
with  others. 

(iii)  The  movement  to  pick  out  orominent  norsons  of  Chungking 
shall  be  done  in  cooooration  with  others. 

(iv)  Restoring  the  Nationa]  Government,  we  shall  ask  Lin  Sen 
to  be  ’’resident.  (Note:  Th* s  ooint  is  contrary  to  'a  concrete 
temporary  exoedient  concerning  the  saving  of  the  situation'). 

And  the  old  national  flag  *  shall  bo  used  as  before 

After  he  related  the  above  and  other  things,  Mr.  TAKEUCHI 
(T.N.  Wang  Ching-wei)  said,  "Th^  result  of  the  exchange  of  views 
in  Tokyo  shows  that  our  desires  will  not  be  necessarily  un¬ 
realizable."  Further,  he  said  that  ho  had  told  Prime  id  n’ ster 
HIRANUI'A,  "at  oresoot  in  discussing  oeaco  between  Janan  and

China,  wo  have  to  attend  to  it  in  all  sincerity*  it  ,,jill  be 
difficult  to  realize  oeace  if  customers  insist  on  seeing  goods, 
and  merchants  try  to  decide  the  orice  beforehand."

VI,  Next,  IO  fang  Keh-rin)  questioned  about  the  state  of 
affairs  concerning  the  liaison  -ith  Chungking,  specially  with 
the  troops,  Mr,  TAKEUCHI  /T,N,  ’-'ang  Ching-wei/  answered:  "T-o 
divisions  under  Lung  Yun's  command  being  in  Kiangsi  nov',  it 
is  inconvenient,  but  Lung  Yun  surely  is  makinm  nrenarations. 

In  the  nast  I  had  been  in  touch  "it.h  tho  people  of  the  National 
Party  in  Chungking,  but  I  do  r.ot  kno”’  how  they  feel  at  nresent." 

As  Mr,  TA  H’CHI  /7.N,  "  anr  Ching-wei/  asked  re  about  the 
state  of  both  the  temrorary  and  restoration  governments,  I 
answered,  "The  question  of  the  ‘-‘’rovlsionnl  Government  is  simnle* 
but  as  to  the  Renovation  Government,  though  I  met  Liang  Hun*7- 
chih  in  larch,  I  do  not  see  him  recently:  so  I  am  not  familiar 
with  the  details.  I  suppose  it  ray  be  more  or  less  difficult."* 
And  I  added,  "You  said  that  ”,’u's  was  out  of  question,  but  *t 
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should  not  be  neglected.  He  ray  come  into  question."

Mr.  TAKEUCHI  /T,N.  V7ang  "hing-wei/  seemed  to  understand 
in  outline,  but  locked  more  or  lrsc  anxious  about  that  point. 

In  this  connection,  I  rinh  the  chief  will  inform  Colonel  K4GPS\ 
of  this  secretly.  Text,  1'  V'ar.g  Kch-ring)  said:  "Chiang  Kai- 
shek  will  not  he  Pleased  ’"i  *h  your  movements."  "Of  course  he 
wont,"  answered  Hr.  T4KI.VCHI  /  T.*T.  ’ang  Ching-wri/.  And  he 
told  mo  in  details  how  Tsen^  Chvn~-ming  had  been  assassinated.
